Many  feel  that  more  graphic  study 
would  prove  useful  -  such  subjects

"I  cannot  answer  this  question 
off-Land  as  I  understand  that 
during  the  past  few  years  there 
have  been  changes  in  the  require- 
ments necessary  for  the  teaching 
of  art  in  various  types  of  schools 
The  standards  probably  vary  in

iiccording  to  Josef  r-.llerSc, 
abstract  artist ^  art  is  rjositive 
and  tiie  negative  adjective,  "non- 
objective"*  is  most  impropero   it 
is  an  inadequate  translation  of 
the  German  "gegonstandslos"c 
which  means  objectless;  non-ob- 
jective implies  more  strongly  ^  ■- 
no  object.,  and  is  subjective:  both 
implications  are  misleading  and 
wrong.   The  term  non-^objective 
supposedly  was  used  for  the  first 
time  by  the  Russian ^  Alexander 
Rodchenko.   Kasim^ir  Iv'Ialevichj  an-- 
other  Russian^  was  the  first  art-- 
ist  to  concentrate  entirely  on 
abstract  non- objectives  in  1915c 

Non-objective  paintings  do 
not  represent  anything.  Unlike 
abstracts,  therv;  is  no  similarity 
to  any  known  object ^  nor  do  the 
pictures  deal  with  any  intellec- 
tual subject o   I^'orms  are  not  sup- 
posed to  resemble  anything  recog- 
nized in  nature.   The  combination

Industrialist  oolom" 
on  Guggenheim  has  endowed  a  Foun- 
dation of  i-<on-Objective  z^rt  in 
xlew  York  City  devoted  exclusively 
to  this  art   In  writing  the  art- 
icle "Art  of  Tomorrow"  for  this 
Foundation^  Hilla  Rebay  claims 
Non-objectivity  is  the.  realm  of 
spirit.   ohe  states  many  painters 
trying  to  create  such  paintings 
achieve  merely  dull  decorations 
or  simple  patterns  without  any 
spiritual  message;  that  the  crea- 
tive spirit  of  genius  is  needed 
to  make  intuition  visible  or  aud= 
ible„  and  this  is  art.   Therefore 
accidental  resultSj  obtained  by 
children,  filling  space  with  colours 
and  forms,  have  neither  the  spir- 
itual quality  of  art  nor  the  fac^- 
ulty  to  strengtnen  intuitive 
developmicnt. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  train- 
ing of  the  eye  through  centuries 
will  not  allow  us  to  jump  from 
a  materialistic  level  to  non- 
objectivity  in  a  day«   But^  it  is 
promised  the  patient  onlooker 
that^  slowly,  he  will  derive  more 
pleasure  from  this  work,  and  will 
feel  its  wave-length  more  strongly, 
until  his  soul  finally  swings  into 
the  same  accord.
